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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 
AS  OF  JANUARY  1 , 1S41 

January  1,  1941,  cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  totaled 
28,816,000  bushels  reported  to  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service. 
This  quantity  is  2,618,000  "bushels  more  than  that  reported  a year 
earlier,  and  1,651,000  above  the  ^,-year  ( 1936-40)  average  for 
J anuary  1 . 


Stocks  of  creamery  butter  were  reduced  during  December  to 
41,590,000  pounds  on  January  1,  1941 . This  quantity  is  nearly 
14  million  pounds  below  stocks  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  about 
24  million  below  the  5“year  average. 

Frozen  poultry  holdings  were  increased  from  December  1, 

1940,  to  January  1,  1941,  by  49  million  pounds  to  a total  of  208 
million.  This  latter  quantity  exceeded  stocks  on  hand  a year 
earlier  by  40  and  one-half  million  pounds  and  the  average  by 
63  million.  January  1 holdings  of  all  poultry  were  the  highest 
on  record.  Stocks  of  all  cheese  in  cold  storage  were  reduced  by 
8 million  pounds.  January  1 holdings,  totaling  better  than  128 
million  pounds,  were  about  20  million  in  excess  of  those  of  both 
January  1,  1940,  and  the  January  5-year  average. 

Holdings  of  eggs  on  January  1 were  618,000  ca.ses  of  shell 
and  72 »756, 000  pounds  of  frozen  meats,  a total  case  equivalent 
of  2,697,000.  This  quantity  is  100,000  cases  above  January  1, 

1940,  stocks,  but  49,000  below  average. 

Stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats  were  increased  signifi- 
cantly during  December  — beef  stocks  by  about  35  million  pounds 
and  pork  by  247  million.  Total  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  meats 
totaled  868  million  pounds.  This  quantity  exceededthe  January  1, 
1940,  stocks  by  222  million  pounds  and  the  5 -year  average  by 
218  million. 

Stocks  of  lard  were  increased  by  54  million  pounds,  and  the 
287  million  pounds  on  January  1 were  125  million  pounds  heavier 
than  stocks  a year  earlier  and  182  million  greater  than  average. 

In  addition  to  these  lard  holdings,  7 million  pounds  of  rendered 
pork  fat  were  on  hand. 

Reports  on  space  occupancy  for  214  public  warehouses  indi- 
cate that  60  percent  of  available  net  piling  space  was  occupied 
on  January  1,  1941,  compared  with  63  percent  for  December  1,  1940. 
The  average  occupancy  of  coolers  was  52  percent  and  freezers  J3  per- 
cent compared  with  60  percent  and  7^  percent,  respectively,  for 
December  1.

Stocks  of  apples  In  cold  storage  on  January  1,  194l,  as  re- 
ported to  the  Agri cul tural  Marketing  Service  totaled  28,816,000

was  5,270,000  "bushels.  This  compares  with  an  out-movement  during 
the  same1  period,  a year  earlier  of  ‘4,790,000  and  the  5~ysar  average 
(1936-40)  movement  of.  4,313,000  "bushels.  The  Surplus  Marketing 
Administration  reports  that  its  holdings  had  "been  entirely  with- 
drawn from  storage.

The  reduction  in  creamery  butter  stocks  during  December  1940  totaled  26,008,000  pounds. 
This  quantity  is  comparable  with  34,321,000  pounds  withdrawn  December  1939  and  the  December 
5-year  (1935-39)  average  of  29,777,000  pounds.  January  1*  1941,  stocks,  totaling  41,590,000 
pounds,  were  13,872,000  pounds  less  than  those. of  a year  earlier  and  24,117,000  pounds  below 
the  January  5-year  (1936-40)  average.  Stocks  held  by  the  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association 
were  the  same  as  a month  ago  - 66,000  pounds  - and  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  and  relief 
holdings  were  reduced  to  15,000  pounds . 

Stocks  of  cheese  in  cold  storage  totaled  128,413,000  pounds  or  about  20  million  pounds  in 
excess  of  both  the  January  1,  1940,  holdings  and  the  5-year  average » respectively. 

Egg  stocks  were  618,000  cases  of  shell  and  72,756,000  pounds  of  frozen  egg  meats,  or  a 
total  case  equivalent  of  2,697,000.  This  quantity  is  100,000  cases  above  January  1,  1940,  stocks 
but  49,000  cases  below  average.  Included  in  the  case  egg  figure  are  300,668  cases  owned  by  the 
Surplus  Marketing  Administration. 

The  seasonal  into-storage  net  movement  of  frozen  poultry  totaled  49,124,000  pounds.  Dur- 
ing December  1939  the  net  in-movement  was  39 , 994 ,000 ■ and  the  average  movement  for  December 

27.110.000  pounds.  All  varieties  of  poultry  with  the  exception  of  ducks  indicated  increases. 

The  heaviest  increase  was  in  turkey  holdings,  which  totaled  28,220,000  pounds.  Total  poultry 
stocks  were  208,234,000  pounds,  wbiich  quantity  exceeds  stocks  on  hand  a year  earlier  by 

40.591.000  pounds  and  the  average  by  63,129,000  and  constitute  the  largest  holdings  on- record.

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MEATS  and  LARO 


There  were  exceedingly  heavy  increases  in  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured 
meats.  The  total  net.  .accumulation  during.  December  was  million  pounds, 
which  compares  with  i73-nri.lli.on  pounds  a year  earlier  and  1652  million  average. 

Beef  stocks,  totaling  106,315*000  pounds,  were  in  excess  of  January  1, 
1940,  holdings  hy  about  29  million  and  exceeded  the  January  1 average  by 
7 million  pounds. 

Pork  stocks  totaled  655,517,000  pounds  and  were  136  million  pounds  heavier 
than  a year  earlier  and  197  million  above  average. 

The  total  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meat  stocks,  868,436,000  pounds,  ex- 
ceeded those  of  a year  earlier  by  222 J-  million  pounds  and  the  average  by  218  mil- 
lion. 


Lard  stocks  increased  during  the  month  by  about  54  million  pounds. 

January  1 stocks,  which  totaled  286,773 >000  pounds,  were  nearly  125  million  above 
those  of  a year  earlier  and  nearly  182/5-  million  above  average.  In  addition  to 
the  above,  there  were  7 million  pounds  of  rendered  pork  fat  in  storage.  The 
Surplus  Marketing  Administration  held  13,4l6,000  pounds  of  lard  in  storage  out- 
side of  processing  plants.  This  amount  is.  included  in  the  figures  reported  above.
